Claims 1-14, 18-28 and 30-41 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Merz. Merz discloses at least one lens 
10 having a compound shape including curved surfaces 21 that are distributed around the light source 12, wherein the curved surfaces 
may have an offset spherical or an offset aspheric shape. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 14-23, 29-32, 34-36 and 38-40 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Yamada et al. Yamada 
et al discloses at least one lens 6 having a compound shape including curved surfaces 6b that are distributed around the light source 
5, wherein the curved surfaces may have an offset spherical or an offset aspheric shape. 

Claims 1-41 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
